The attack was irresistible, and the 
Ministero were compelled to state that 
they intended to prorogue. All candid 
observers admit that they weakened 
their case by not coming down and 
making a clean breast in the first in- 
stance.

I and the gait and behavior of a refined 
person. He had put on a white silk 
coat reaching down to his knees, and 
had n silk langoti of variegated colors. 
He"^ was ^rearing a silk' puggree like 
the rim of a Persian hatj from the 
top of which his plaita of hair, which 
Were tied up in the form of a cone, 
were visible. He wiia also wearing 
silk stockings and kid shoes, and on 
the whole he [iresented a smart appear- 
ance.

COLONIAL AND INDIAN EXHI- 
BITION. 

The delay in the arrival of larga oonsigu- 
meuts of gooJn wliioli caused somewbnt of 
a lull in tho prcpurationa of the Canadian 
court has now been obviated and this quar- 
ter of tho eihibitiouoccnsiouB more than an 
ordinary share of attention nuil interest. 
Little seems to have been leftuudouoin the 
way of making Canada and her resources 
better known to the v.-orld. The main fea- 
ture of the agricultural display is a trophy 
of Bqiinre foruiatlun, each side about twen- 
ty feet in length. Bound the oxcLes dis- 
played on ev^ay.tide'of the tropby is a ool- 
■ lection of frtiic "from ■ all parte of Oa'nadn. 
Grouped below the fruits near the ground 
are open bags of wheat, oats, barley, rye, 
buckwheat, flax seed, and other clauses of 
gi-nius, carefully labelled to indicate the 
grower and tho locality of growth. The 
Scotch Crofter settloiuent, in the Pipestone 
district of Assiniboia, is also reiiresuuted to 
Its credit, while on all hands uiuy bo Been 
uxhibits of thoHo who, once reuidonts of 
Great Britain and Ireland;- are now Britoua 
atill, but GauadiauB as well. Behind and 
partly hidden by these grain samples are 
frataedphotograpliBdf Oanadiaa northwest 
^ ern scenery. . AboVe the rows of fniit. 
Ttuded grasses, and grains in the straw, are 
arranged : in perpendioQlar sheaTos, with 
bright colored festocns of corn, and here 
and there tho glistening steel of some agri- 
cultural implement. From oaoh of tho 
four coruevs of tho main tower, composed of 
cauuod fruits and meats, faced with tluo 
sheaves of wheat and prairie grass, and 
hung with festoons of oats in the straw, of 
cereals generally, and corn of large growth. 
There are, uluu, tiuueis ot butter and 
lard, cans uf condenaed milk, of fruita, 
and of -meats, kega of Goderioh salt, 
Oanadian bams of many grades, casks of 
Caoadiau uufjara, tho far famed clieeses 
of tho Eastern pruvincos, iinmeDse jars 
of apples — amon^ those are iutersperaed 
-SamplcE of pressed hay, bags of oatmeal 
and fl»ur, and other minor products. The 
centre of tho east and west aides are ap- 
propriately occupied witb plaster lifo-size 
figures. On'theone hand the woodman 
Btutids axe in hand, and on the other the 
buxom dairymaid, thus ilopictitig two 
allied and leading industries of tho Do- 
minion. At the foot of the female figure 
on tho west side rests an inimonao bunch 
of wild pea and wild vetch, while beneath 
tho woodman some of the luxuriant native 
hops of jM\iiitoba are correspondingly 
placed. The liond corners of the main 
structure arc dovoiud to representative 
specimens of agricultural implements — 
fuiks,,' soyth'esjr rakes, ploughs, spades, 
hoes, and an excellent "prairie breaker." 
Behind tho implements are arranged here 
and thoro aliibs oi' woods from various 
farming as oppoaud to forest districts of 
the Dominion, mingled harmoniously with 
miscoUanoous agricultural exhibits. Ex- 
actly in the confxo of the trophy an in- 
dependent pillar riibn to a height ot about 
thirty-five feet from the ground. Bound 
its base arc arranged poliuhed sections and 
_pacela of Bomo tvventy hve kinds of 
ISritish Columbian woods, collected under 
tho Bupervision of tho director of tho 
Griologicil Survey bl Canada. Theae in- 
clude the hemlock, cypress, yew, oak, 
Cottonwood, poplar, maple, ivild cherry, 
pines of 'several varieties, ash, basatrood, 
spruce, birch, fir, codar, crab-apple, wil- 
low, alder, and dogwood. On the p-iuels 
are shown aomo richly colored paintings 
of wild flowiiB of the Dominion. Ap- 
pearing again above the main part of the 
trophy, the central column is seen to con- 
sist qf - tinned ' ~g66ds,"~deoCrated with 
sheaves of enormous quill-r'eed swamp- 
grass of Manitoba. This grass is often 
as much as eight t .' uine foot in height — 
so tali, indeiid, in the norihweat 
an to completely hide in places the 
rivers along the banks of which it 
attains to the greatest development. 
A Canadian Cheddar, weighing no less 
than 809 pounds is'being daily served to 
frcquoniers of tho restaurants. In flavor 
the cheese is excellent, and seeing that 
each visitor is made aware of tho source 
of supply, Canada receives a very desir- 
abla prominence in public attention. So 
much is this tho case that the refresh- 
ment contraotors have pntered into an ar- 
rangement with the Eastern Dairymen's 
Association of Ontario and other Canu 
dian exporters to supply the exhibition 
regularly during the season. A monster 
map of the Dominion -has been provided 
for the instruction and guidance of visi- 
tors: it cost four thousand dollars, is all 
hand-drawn and colored, and but for its 
indifferent mounting would be a splendid 
specimen of chorograpby. Among the furs 
and animals cau be eeeti glass caaos con- 
taining etuUdd speoimena of the grizzly 
and pola^ bear, mask ox, moose, roin and 
several other kinds of deer, bison, beaver, 
Eooky mountain sheep, hair and fur 
seals, and an enurinuus walrus. Tho ex- 
hibits are too numerous for it tn bo ox- 
pecteu that they can be noticed in detail ; 
but mention must be made of 
«nothor beautiful piece of work 
— a polished wood-mosiao wall-panel from 
British Columbia, made of fir, yellow cy- 
press, maple, oak, yew and arbutus. An 
obelisk, containing 2^2,000 cubic inches, 
reprosonta tho yield of gold from aurifer- 
ous deposits in the province of British 
Columbia during the past 25 years, which 
is estimated in the oliioial returns at up- 
wards of fifty million dollars, or ten mil- 
lions sterling. Tliero is a largo case 
which is full of interest, containing the 
natural history of Aiiticoati, an island in 
the gulf of St. Lawrence, and lying a lit- 
tle southwest of Newfoundland. This is 
the real home ol the species of dog of 
that name; and a fine stuffed specimen is 
in the case, holding a black knitted aook 
in his mouth. In prev'jua years it was 
the custom to sheai- the animals and 
weave the hair into clothing, as wool is 
woven in other parts of the world. 
Yiewed as a whole, the Canadian exhibits 
are very interesting and decidedly Eng- 
lish in appearance. Tho manufactures 
show that tho industrial capacity of the 
mother country has been reproduced in 
the daughter-land; and thuBiin-eooiiomic 
matters we are in harmonious iinity with 
our kindred in Canada, as in ' matters 
.tduohing the unity of the empire of Queen 
Vjctbriar . ' '

The (gentleman who handles tho Na- 
naimo Ho I has turned up a raare'a nest. 
In his last issue he declares that Mr. 
Dunainuir ia ineligible to ait in tho next 
house, because he is a Dominion con 
tractor. In support of that opinion he 
quotes from the oonrtitutioii act as it ap- 
pears in the Consolidated Statutes, 1877. 
The Ho ! has doinonstrated that "ii littlo 
learning ia a dangerous thing," He will 
probably be aurpriaed to learn that the 
constitution act aa it appears in the oon- 
solidi^ted statutes is not now, and never 
was, law, for thu reason that tho o. s. were 
never passed by the house. This is a fact 
which the excitable wiolder of the Ho ! 
cau verify by coutultiug any village lawyer. 
The only constitution act that has tho force 
of law will be found in tho roviiied statutes 
of 1871. That act contains no clause that 
debars Doniiuiou contractors from sitting 
in the iiroviucial parliamout; and the 
Walkom independence of parliamotit act 
was repealed by him in 1881. The people 
of Nanaimo will uudorataud from this what 
a very indifferent authority thfl'-Hot is en 
any subject thatrelates to tho politics of this 
country.

There is 
great praise due to llr. J. W. Hovmiau, tho 
millwright and miller, for the way tho 
building and machinery havo been put to- 
gether, aa tho mill is one of thu best iu tho 
province and is Bubstantially built, as there 
is not a tremor in the mill when the ma- 
chinery is at work. 

Mr. Pinchbeck i& Lyne have about eighty 
tons of wheat to mill from last year's crop, 
and there are several small lots to come to 
tho mill from other farmers. This will be 
of great benefit to this place, as they are 
turning out a first-clasa artiolo. 

Tho mill was bought in Victoria abont 
tho first of July, 1885, and is now in full 
working order.

LoNDoif, June 8.— The .oabinat will 
meet at 2 o'clock this afterhboh' to con- 
sider what action is incumbent upon the 
government as a result of their defeat laat 
night. Gladstone rose earlier than usual 
and during the fureaoon he had two hours' 
ooiiforenoe with Bosebery,' foreign minis- 
ter. ' _ 

Niaecy-four liberals voted against ^ the 
homo rule bill. ' There is intense exoito- 
inont throughout tho whole c^iuiitry over 
thu oiitcomi?of the long parliainoiitury oun- 
teat, Coiiaurvatives uud whiga every ivhero 
are makiug the day one of jubilee, ringing 
holla and singing "God Save tho Queen." 
Dispatchea from Ireland state that at Bel- 
faat, Landuuderry', Armagh, and other 
towns, the loyalists have been stoned dur- 
iuy their narades and di'inoiietrations, but 
up to a late houf thia afiL-t'inu.ii no caaea t'f 
tightioL; or oxironio vu leuco aro reported. 
Ihecabiuetat its meeting by u uiuiii- 
muua vote reaolved to appeal to the coun- 
try. They hold that by resigning they 
would only prolong and oomplioate the 
acute dispute which will bo tormiuated 
by a speedy diaaolution of parlia 
mont. Gladatono will aond a special 
raesaonger to tho Queen lo-nif;ht with 
a letter recommending that her majesty dis- 
solve parliament as the only means to 
secure a stable government. If tho Queen 
docs not exercise hor prerogative and sum- 
mon Hartington to form a new ministry 
Gladstone on Thursday will ask the com- 
moua to proceed with the supply bill, and 
will indicate the Queen's intention to dis- 
solve pavlij.mout at an early date. 

Tho couBervatives aro of opinion that 
Gladstone will dissolva parliament on tho 
28th inst. It i.i expected that the oleotious 
will occupy a month, and that the new 
house will aascmblo iu tho second week in 
August. The result of the division was 
telegraphed to the Queen the instant it waa 
known. John Bright voted with the oppo- 
sition, aBd.ihis^exatnple' was i- followed by 
twenty liberaUr 

Gabtnot adjourned at 3:20, after having 
'json in scaaion an hour and twauty 
minutes. 

Chamberlain has arranged to hold a 
meeting of his followers to decide whether 
they ahall act with the Hartington com- 
mittee or aa an independent political 
party. At present Chamberlain favora 
the latter course. Ho exproaaoa himself 
aa confident of being ablo to retain hia 
seat for West Birmingham. It is thonght 
Gladstone will not make a final statement 
before disiolution until Monday next at 
tho most. The liberal federation has 
prepared a manifesto to tho oloctora of 
Great Britain. It adopts home rule as 
the liberal party platform in tho coming 
election. The radical disaentera will or- 
ganize radical union headquarters in Bir- 
mingham. The union's progiamme will 
include a large extension of self-govorn- 
moiit in England, Scotland, Wales, and 
Ireland, coupled with some control by 
tho imperial parliament. Mr. Chamber- 
lain will be made president; Jos. \V. Col- 
linga, secretary, and several members of 
the house of commoas'vioe presidents.' 

Gapt. O'Shea, natioDBlist member for 
Galway, who was the only Parnellite who 
abstained from voting on the home rule 
bill, announces this afteVnoon that he will 
withdraw from politics. 

The Most Rev. James Donnelly, D.D., 
Roman Catholic bishop, of Ologhor, 
Oouuty Tyrone, Ireland, and all the 
prieata of his diocese, have sent an address 
to Mr. Qladstoue, stating that they can- 
not OOBsent longer to bo trampled on by 
the relentless Orangemen of Ulster. An 
eye witness describes Parnall upon tho 
floor of tho huuoQ of oominons laat night 
aa follovva; ''He waa imnpually pale. He 
commenced his speech nervously, and ho 
afterwards followed the linea of his manu- 
script, which had been submitted to and 
approved by Mr. Sexton. Tho spoooh 
forthwith aaaumod a higher level, and tho 
orator became very impressive. 'Every 
sentence was formed with the greatest ao- 
curacy to express certain shades of mean- 
ing. Mr. Parnell's face flushed with of- 
fection and prida when hn exclaimed; 
' Wo cannot aurrendor a aingle Irishman ' 
Tho concluding appeal for peace and pros- 
perity fur suffering Ireland waa 
delivered in a chord of tender and 
genuine kindness different from, his 
usually cold and diapassfonate 'tdne?" A 
meeting of forty Scotch peers and mem 
bera of the houao of commona waa held 
to-day. Lord Rnsebery presided. A 
committee was appointed to;, propagate 
the Irish home rule doctHne ''in- Scotch 
constituencies. Measures -were.,-- adopted 
for the establishment of -hoOiei' Ville litera- 
ture and speaker's funds. 

Advices from Nonmoa, tho capital of 
the French colony of New Caledonia, 
state that two Fronch men-of-war boats 
with troopa oboard have left Ne.wj- Osle- 
donia with sealed orders; it is siippoBed 
for New Hobridoa island. 

Gladstone, after aunonnoing^tbe dissolu- 
tion of parliament, will ia.TOa a' manifesto to 
Jais Midlothian constituents, which will 
serve as a general appeal to tho country. 
He will visit Midlothian to inaugurate an 
olnborato campaign. - 

In the yacht race yesterday from tho 
south end to Harwiok, Irix came in first, 
Galatea second, and Klarjorib third. 

A oonferencp of Chamberlain's follow- 
ers will probably bo hold on Thursday, 
and then a manifesto will follow. The 
whigB have virtually decided to oppose 
Mr. Gladstone in Midlothian.,, A list of 
government candidates haa been almost 
completed. 

The meeting at Ascot Heath opened 
to-day. Tho race, for tho Aacot stakes, 
about two - miles, waa won by Lord Els- 
more's 5 year- old bay mare Belinda, Lord 
Hartington's 4-yoar-old bay colt Sir Ken- 
neth second; Douglass Baird's 3-year-old 
btiy colt St. Michael third.

At Largan several 
militiamen have been wounded, Aomo 
houacs v/recked, and several persons shot, 
some dangerously wounded. One Thomas 
Gallagher waa shot dead. Troops have 
been ordered from Armagh to clear the 
streets.

The Freeman's Journal, Mr. Parnell's 
organ, says: The principle of home 
is for a moment defeated but is not 
killed. The bill has been lost but the 
principle of home rule triumphs. The

The Expreaa (oociaervative) soys: It 
ia yet too soon to triumph. Tho consti- 
tution, it ia true, haa won the flrat pitched 
battle, but tho campaign has only begun.

(ivected in the defeat of Mr. Gladstone's 
seditious plot against the Queen, and Mr. 
Gladstone has been diagracod and dishon- 
ored. ' Avery bitter fooling ia • enter- 
tained here by tho nationalists against 
Mr. Chamborlaiu, on account of his op- 
position to home rule. 

Tho Globe (conservative) says: The 
division last night averted the danger of 
the substitution uf one man power for 
parliamentary government. A moat im- 
perious, powerful, and despotic minister 
has been told the house uf commons will 
remain indopoiidont. Thia is the heav- 
iest full Gladstone has ever received. Hia 
arrogance has uilendod the most 
influential of bis oiiUeaKUos and 
ho is now surrounded by pup- 
pets and is mxiiily dependent 
on the Parnellites. Ho will doabtless 
attempt to regain his position. He is im- 
bued with tho belief that the British olasaes 
oijpoSB him, and British masses support 
him. An election alone will dispel his 
illusions. His public career is practically 
ended. It is to bo wished that it had ended 
in a more patriotic way than in an attempt 
to destroy the union, for the sake of party 
gain and tbe gratification of' his personal 
ambition. 

Tlie Herald (imtionalist) aaya: Let tho 
friends of Ireland bu dignified, patient, 
and forbearing English dumoorauy will 
rally and scatter tho false liberals. When 
England finally rejects a eetilement it 
will be time enough for Irish men to nerve 
themselves to strugelu anew. 

Bklfast, Juno 8 — Rioting was renew- 
ed here thia evening A mob of orango- 
mon wrecked a number of hnuaoa of the 
Caiholicn, severely injuring auino of them. 
The riot act was read and the police fired 
upon the mob which replied with rovolr- 
ors. Many were injured on both sides, 
but the, police finally triumphed. 



UNITED STATES. 

Nuw YoiiK, Juno 8. — II. Hos, whose 
name is inseparably connected with the 
development of tbe printing press iu this 
uouuliy, died uf heart diseaso m Florence, 
Italy, laat night. 

Last night's proceedings in the house of 
oommous were tho culminating point in one 
of the most remarkable and memorable 
epochs iu tho history of Groat Britain, That 
tho Associated Press was fully alive to the 
importance of the oooasioii ^ and bad re- 
sources entirely adequate to cope wi^if is 
eviduuccd by tbe feanlts achieved. Bul- 
letins announcing tbe defeat of the Qlad- 
stoue governmeut and the vote by which the 
second reading of the Irish home rulo bill 
was defeated wore sent to its constituents 
within a tew minutes after tho facta became 
known in the houso, and these were 
followed by cable dispatches and 
scut all over its leased land 
wires, giving practically verbatim reports 
of the groat arguments of Gladstone and 
Pnrncll, extended aummaries of other 
speeches, and graphic deacriptiona of ex- 
citing Bconea in and about thn house. The 
ni)teworthinoaa of this achievement is in- 
creased by the fact that the report covered 
a night session lasting till between II 
and 2 o'clock in tho morning, and that it 
was delivered to the papers of the as- 
sociated press in time for publication the 
same morning.

Tho chai .man. :^hp ;';HrasJ^the first to nd- 
droag t)ie laeo'tJBgKitBIttedjiotely entered 
into "figgorB," an4"Baid'thatii the preaont 
government remained much longer in otlica 
the province -would drift to Uaward to the 
extent of at least a mill'ion dollars. 
He took hia seat amid a deep ailonco. 

Mr. AV. E. Baines (of the Tiuiea office) 
moved that Mr. R. T. Williams act aa sec- 
retary, Nobody dissenting, Sir. WilliamH 
ascended the platform, followed at tho 
request of the chairman by Mesare. Beaven, 
Walker, McLagan, . Hett, A. Wilson, and 
Lawrence.

Mr. 3. C. MoLagan (of tho Times ofllce) 
said ho thought it waa well that they should 
make a aelsotioa amongst themselves of 
city oaadidatea at tha coming election. He 
believed it wns the duty of every man to 
declare himself for one party or the other. 
The present government were so muddled 
and befogged that they did not know what 
they were doing. It didn't take long for 
buBinoas men to get out a balance sheet, 
and why should it bo bo for a government to 
furuiah raturua to tho houae. He bolioved 
it was his saored duty, as it wan of every- 
one, to bo on the one aide or the other and 
declare himself manfully. He moved that 
in the opinion ot this meeting it is desirable 
that aoonimitlce ol llfteoa bo elected for 
the paiposo of selecting candidates in oppo- 
sition to the present government in tho 
nert provincial legislature for the electoral 
district of the oi^ ot Victoria at the np- 
proaohing olootion. 

Mr. Lawrence, in seooudiug, said ho 
thought the present incnmbents nt Janu-s 
Bay wore the most "odious" of any govern- 
ment that had ever held oftloo. 
Tho motion ^^■a3 carried. 
Tho following gontlsmeu wore thou nom- 
inated «a ooauuilteemea ; Simon .^uderHou, 
O. Pardhoo, John Ford, Qeorgo Lawronce, 
C. J>-nkiuBon, Capt, Walker, S. Whit- 
ley, H. Macdonald, J. K. Hett, J. G. :Mc- 
Lagan, Aloi. Wilson, M, MosSr U. B. 
drews, Joseph Daries, W. Allen. 

Ut. Beaven, who waa well applauded, 
trusted that whoever the four might be 
whom the city might elect would be eit her 
on one aido or tho other, as opposed to 
the two govoniiiient nnd two opposition 
members who repreaonted the city dur- 
ing the lait term. Ha felt convinced that 
the true spirit which actuated every voter 
waa as Btrong as ever; and hoped every 
man would consider himsotf as a cum- 
mitteo of one to oppose tho present gov- 
erniiieiit, wiio'viro no longer tit to rotniii 
ofHco. All tlio dopartiiioiita sxliibitod 
oliiioB and mismaimgomont. Tho me- 
chanical majority of eighteen tu six liud 
always voted down tho opposition, no 
matter what facts the latter had brought 
forward in support of their attitude. Ho 
was sorry to eay that tho throo other ro- 
presontutivca of thu oity had been in op- 
position to hia viawa, and ho thought it 
was no credit tu them. Statutes had no 
more weight with the government than 
waste paper; all they depended upon was 
their ovorwhelmiog Diajority. He auim 
adver'.ed on ths present government ba- 
cause of tho diBallowanco of tho Land 
Act AinenduuMit Act. Tho public should 
send men to the legidluluro who would 
not be duuiuiies, nor allow the govern- 
inont tu lot advoraaly to tho wishes of the 
oppoaitioD. He claimed . that there waa 
no authority for a goTflrnment to over- 
draw—for that government at any rate — 
to overdraw §6,000; and yot they had 
overdrawn §140,000, ravoraing tho ordin- 
ary procedure by getting tho money firat 
and tlj8 consent of the house afterwards. 
Certain mt^mbora of that government had 
since boaatcd to thoir constituencies that 
they could get the legislature to agree to 
anything. With regard to the Chinese 
question he waa happy to say that through 
the olforts of tho legialaturo they hod ob- 
tained a restrictive act which, though defec- 
tive, partially answered thedesired purpose. 
The 0. P. R. was nearly accomplished. A. 
great deal of it had been built by Chinese, 
and the roBult waa that no principal town 
but Viotoria had been benefited by it. 
Seeing this it was the duty of the present 
government to say nhen lotting contracts 
that no Ohinebe should be employed upon 
tho same. He alluded to the provisions 
of the Settlement bill in regard to the Is- 
land railway. Tha government had cer- 
tainly lately allowed a clause prohibiting 
the einployraoDt to be inserted in every 
private bill. In this he (the epos'cor) had 
always agreed and given hia support; but 
tho exception made in regard to the Is- 
land railway made him doubt tho govern- 
ment's sincerity on the quoation. He felt 
he had boen right when he had opposed 
the government, and hoped when they ro- 
alectod him ihey would elect throemore who 
would think the aanie as he did. [Slight 
applauae] 

Mr. A, Wilson was not prepared to say 
anything, but as nobody else seemed 
ready to face the music, he would own 
that ho was "agm tla government" 
[laughtof], though ho didn't know that 
that would burat thum. At tho laat elec- 
tion the eagles (thu lawyers) were return- 
ed; they had smelt tho carcass from afar. 
Partners had been returned; also broth- 
ers; and yet billa had been disallowed. 
Most of them had been made lawyers, 
not by brain power, but by wire pulling. 
Lawyers liad talcen atepa to protect thein- 
teives; then thoir brothora — medical men 
and duntisiB.; but they had forgotten tho 
aoavongoia [laughtor]. A few wooks be- 
fore the house cluaod a friendly excursion 
on the Island railway took place. As to 
the bench he could not apouk, but he be- 
lieved the bar waa there [laughter]. Short- 
ly after a little bill for allowing eharpor 
curves came up, involving, ho believed, u 
saving of ?5OO,O00, and tho press were to 
blame for not taking the matter up. Tiie 
government had been liberal, and had 
looked after everybody but theinaolves. 
He spoke of the act of giving away land 
for the extension i f tho ruihvay to Eng- 
lish Bay and Goal Harb.jr. The drydock re- 
fund had not been expended on the main- 
land. Where had it gone) Perhops to Cow- 
ichai) jpartly , purhupaiu New Westminster 
district. He depreciated the terms on 
trhioh the Province had arrived at an un- 
derstanding wii h Canada in the passage 
of tho aottlemtnit bill. They hud made 
no move in getting a furry between tho 
island and mainland. But the day of 
reckoning waa coming and he bdlieved 
that nn man should be eent to the houao 
from this city who owned an acre of land 
in Coal Harbor, or who waa a councillor, 
or who -R'ould njt stand up for law and 
ordor. Ho -was not u candidate and could 
therefore apeak plainly. Evury candi- 
date should be asked: Are you in favor 
of total abstinenoel This was a question 
which was making itself felt throughout 
the land, for the inordinate uao of liquor 
waa destroying ita thousands in this and 
every country. Ho did not -.Tish to throw 
reflection on any man's trade, but he 
called tho liquor traffic an abominable 
one. It was the taunt thrown at Bri- 
tish Coliirabia from. Ottawa that the pro- 
vince was an extrei.vagant one. Twenty 
thousand packs of cards, iunumernblo 
cigars, and Qcuntlois galioua of liquor.

The bill .for the uppoiiitment t)f a su- 
proms court; in the K. \V. T. has been 
passed. It abnliahes tho oftica of atipeii- 
diury magistrates and creates the gentle- 
men now holding that pi^silioii judges uf 
the superior court, -tvho, silting together 
will coiistitiiie a aupreiue court. Their 
salatiea -A-ill Lb pl.UUO a year each. The 
provision periniltiiig thu govorninent to 
nominate tlio judges, nieuibera of the 
northwoHt oouneil, waa again objected to 
by tlio oppusiliuii, bat on the miinstor of 
justice, pointing out ^that the manage- 
ment was merely a tentative one, and 
which would expire when, by iiicrouao of 
population, the elective ineiubera of the 
council niirabbred 'Jl. The bill waa 
paaaed. The magiat rates are now, and 
have always buoii, by tho legislation of 
tho Mackenziij government, members of 
the council, and their legal knowledge has 
proved of great beuolit in the drafting uf 
bills.

iROIAIi^qOIBtTY op CANADA. 

SimuItaneotiBwith tho meeting of parlia- 
ment this -week thefi has been held the 
purliament of Ciiuadian Science and Litera- 
ture. Four yeam a[>o the Itoyal Society of 
Canada was iustitiiteLl, eouHiHliug of eighty 
CaiiadiauH, tWe most eiuineut in literattiro 
and .scioiioe. 'I'here uro four aectiona: 
Knglirth literature, etc. ; French literature, 
etc.; geological and biological science, and 
mathematical, physical and chemical sci- 
ences, each witli twenty members. Dr. 
Daniel Wilson, president of University col- 
logo, Toronto, -was the president of the year, 
and among the more prominent gentlemen 
who read papers were Sir William Dawaou, 
Mr. Sandford Flsmiug, Prof. Cit-pmai'li. the 
motarologtst, Prechotto, tho poi.t, Ituv. Dr. 
Withrow, the hifitorinu, Wni. IC.iby, tho 
poet. Dr. Sterry Hunt, tho geologist. Col. 
Douisou, of Toronto, the prize essayist on 
cavalry tactics, and who won the diploma 
ofl'erod by the AiiBtriiiu govoramont iu com- 
petition against the -world, and many 
others. ' 

TBE BBIUTB AKS'fSE CHIKK8E BILL. 

The senate worried itself. for two or three 
days in tho early part of the week on the 
Chinese immigration restriction aut, and 
then capped tho climax by Itiokiug the bill 
out by 25 to 21. Senator Molnnes showed 
his antipathy to IJriti.sh Columbia by voting 
against the bill. Senator Nelson gave the 
bill his mo.9t -vigorous aupport, while Sen- 
ator Macdouald, although pleading for fair 
play for John Chinaman, was alao in favor 
of restricting the mimber of the natives of 
the celestial kingdom coming to our uhoros. 
Senator Vidal (Sarnin, Out.,} was the cbief 
opponent of the hill, oharaotarizing it as au 
outrage upon humanity, a sad blemish upou 
Christianity, and a bill calculated to lower 
us iu tho eyes of all the civilized nations of 
tho world. Our potent grave and rovorenil 
seiguors after discussing tho bill clause by 
clauHe iu the most lisrious manner possiblo 
accepted tho six months hoist propoaod by 
Senator Vidnl, ami covered thomaolvea with 
glory iu this manner. Whatever argument 
induced them to adopt this courno goodueaa 
only knows, as uouo wore advanced in the 
chamber.

McLoan, pvogora & Co. , expired, und since 
that time thia lirra haa only had its con- 
tract renewed from eossinu to session, as 
the government has Fur a loiig time had 
in aontemplatioti the -asBuinption of thin 
work as a port of the public service. 
Evidently they are going on with it forth- 
with aa tlie pioiiiiaod bill came down in 
tho early part of th(t week, and it hai 
already passed three stages. It haa 
afforded ample opportunity for a diacus- 
sion of various matters telating to gov- 
ernment printing and advertising, par- 
ticularly with regard ti> the latter.

— The excitement dur- 
ing thu division has had no parallel in the 
liiatory uf the house of commons. Lord 
llandolph Churchill wa-i the first to dis- 
cover the government defeat and by wav- 
ing his hut and indulging in joyful dein - 
onatrationa aroused enthuawaiii. Tho 
members of the opposition, who, on ris- 
iii<> waved their hats, cheered again and- 
again. When tha figures were announced 
the noise became deafening. 

Parnellites challenged the vote. Mr. 
O'Connor called for three cheers for the 
Grand Old Wan, which were given with 
immense gusto by the govorninent sup- 
portersi Sir Wm, Harcourt and hin com- 
panions arose and bowed to Mr. Glad- 
atone, who was somewhat embarrassed. 
The Parnellites then called for groans for 
Chamberlain, which were given with 
shouts of "Traitc ," "Traitor," and "Ju- 
das Isoariot." ..r. Chamberlain merely 
laughed. When order was restored Mr. 
Qiudsiono arose, white and lreiubiing,and 
moved to adjourn till Thursday. 

Healy and O'Connor sgain challenged 
the vote, saying they would not offer op- 
position, but wished tu exproas their re- 
pugnance of tho conduct of many of the 
members. Gladstone kept talking to a 
party of friends during the hubbub. 
Olatlstone, wearing a haggard look, loft 
thu house cheered by hia supporters. 

LoxiioN, June 8. — The majority against 
tho bill surprisnd 5T?n tho unionists. Sev- 
eral members suppoaod to bo in favor of 
the bill wont into the opposition lobby. 
The crowd outaido attempted to mob Har- 
tington when he emerged from the houao 
after the division. 

It ia supposed Sir William Blunt wos 
the interiuodiary between ParnjII and the 
tones during the laat election, and that he 
undoubtedly did lead tho Parnellitea to 
boliove that the conservatives would in- 
troduce a home rule bill. Churchill is 
generally believed to be the member of tho 
conservative cabinet who made the prom- 
iso for his party. 

Eighty-five Parnellites voted with tho 
govorninent. Tho eighty-sixth. Captain 
O'Shoa, whom Mr. Parnoll insisted on 
having the league elect to represent one 
division of Galway, walked out of the 
houae and abstained .frQtn. voting. About 
twelve liberals refused to vote on the di- 
vision, which stood 311 for; 341 anainst, 
making a total of 1352 present. There 
were four tollers, one speaker and tho ab- 
soiitoea numbered 13 — a grand total of 
C70 This is the largest division that ever 
took place in the British house uf com- 
mona.

LoMiON, Juno' 8. — The Standard says 
the commons by defeating the homo rulo 
bill has saved itself from degradation and 
the empire from disruption.

The unity 
of tha kingdom has been preserved by 
the first great declaration of the British 
democracy come to power. , 

The Chronicle says: We are left with 
a clour issue.

The country must 
now decide the question.

DisoovERY OFA New Metal, 

The Cun and ArmorIContest. 

The name o£ "iTorwegium" has been 
given to the interesting new metal dis- 
covered by Dabll some time ago, while 
Le was examining a specimen of nickel 
ore from Kragero, in Norway. This ad- 
dition to tlie now rapidly growing list 
of elements is a malleable metal of 
white color, with a tinge of brown, 
and presents, when pure, a metallic 
lustre, but on exposure to the atmostp- 
here becomes coated with a thin tilm 
of oxide; its hardness is about that of 
copper, its specific gravity is nearly 9| 
and it melts at 350 degrees centrifu- 
gal. From its physical ^properties and 
chemical reaction, it appears so to dif- 
fer from every other known rcetal as 
to give it a distinct iuclividuality. 

From the Pall j\Iall Gazette: The lat- 
eat victory in tbelongdrawn match be- 
tween the gun and the armor plate has 
been scored in favor of armor. At 
Spezzia a German chilled steel armor 
plate, five feet nine inches in thickness, 
weighing 100 tons, was fixed tgainst 
the face of the cliff and battered with 
chilled shot from the 100-ton gun.' A 
thunderbolt weighing almost exactly 
a ton was hurled against the face of 
the plate by the explosion of 7| owt. 
of powder without producing more 
than a alight indentation and some 
trilling cracks. Three shots failed to 
make any serious inipreasion on the 
plate, which has thus come off victor 
in the struggle. .;It would ae^m that no 
shot yet invented will- go through six 
feet of chilled steel. 

An extensive industry has arisen in 
France to supply an arttfical substitute 
for natural ivory in view of the grow- 
ing insufficiency of the latter to meet 
the demands of art and- industry. The 
majority p£ the products formerly em- 
ployed ''wore obtained by injecting 
whitewood with chloride of lime uuder 
sti-ong pressure. At the Amsterdam 
Exhibition, however, almost all the 
jiroducts had been prepared with the 
bones of sheep and waste', pieces io£ 
deer and jiid skins. The bones are for 
this purpose macerated and bleached 
for two weeks in chloride of lime, then 
heated by steam along with the skin, 
so as to form a fluid maRS, to which 
are added a few hundredths of alumj 
the mass is then filtered, dried in ' the 
air, and allowed to harden in a bath of 
alum, the result being white tough 
plates, which are more* easily worked 
than natural ivory. 

A saw -without teeth that will cut a 
steel rail in two minutes is in opera- 
tion at the Central Hudson shops in 
Greenbush, N. Y. The saw is run by 
a ninety-horse power engine, more pow- 
' er than is requir^id to run all the other 
machinery in the shops, and is 28 inoh- 
es in diameter and three-eighths of an 
inch thick at the edge. The disk is 
made of Eessemer steel, and runs at a 
very high rate of speed. While in op- 
•erationi'ai/iband of lire encircles the 
saw, and the many .sparks Hying from 
the revolvihg disk resemble a display 
of pyrotechnics. 

The largest dynamo in the world is 
being set up in Cleveland, Ohio. It 
will be thirteen feet long, five and a 
half wide and weigh ten tons— four 
times the size and ability of the "Jum- 
bo" machine exhibited by Edison at 
.the Philadelphia Exposition in 188-t. 
Five hundred horse povrero will be re- 
quired to drive it, and its current will 
furnish incandescent lights of about 
20,000 candle power. 

A novel apparatus has recently been 
constructed for exhibition at Lisbon, 
bni'the occasion of the wedding of the 
Grown Prince of Portugal this month. 
It consists of a complete set of portable 
fountains, the v/ater being supplied by 
two steam (ire engines, and the jets 
will be illuminated at night by power- 
ful, eleptrio lights placed underneath, 
thelet^eotB being similar to that which 
delighted 80 many thousands-at the 
InventioDB Exhibition last year. 

The wearing of the tires on buggy 
and wagon wheels is quite an interest- 
.ing study, On a rocky roaa they wear 
rounding, on a clay road flat, while in 
sahd they out out in the centre. 
Through Honey Lake Valley vehicles 
much used have two hollow places all 
the way around the wheel. There will 
be a little ridgo in the center, with a 
hollow on each side and a high place 
on each edge. Some of the stage wheels 
are so and many of the farmers' bug 
gies and wagons. — {Reno ^^ev.), Gazette.
